Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to Claim 1 the prior art of record fails to show a backlight device including a 
light guide plate with emiiting surface having a plurality of wedge-shaped grooves in stripes in a 
plan view and a light diffusing micro-protrusions between the grooves, wherein a light incident 
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on the light diffusion surface forms a first transmitting light component diffusing and emitting 
fi-om the emitting surface, as an illuminating light, and the light incident on the wedge-shaped 
grooved is splitting into a second light component diffusing and emitting fi^om the emitting 
surface, as an illuminating light and a reflected light component being re-introduced into the 
wedge-shaped grooves to be emitted as an illuminating light. 

Claims 2-12 are allowed as claims depended on claim 1.
